Tbe first annual 
expenditure beonmee due and must be 
performed during tbe calendar year 
succeeding tbat in which tbe location 
was made. Expenditure made or labor 
performed prior to the first day of 
January sacceding the date of locatisn, 
will not be considered a part of nor 
applied io the first annual expenditure 
required by law. Failure to make the 
expenditure or perform the labor le- 
quirel upon a location, will subject u 
claim to relooatioo, unless tbe original 
locator, heirs, assigns or representa- 
tives have resumed work after suoh 
failure and before relocation.
